The  Jap  Conmander  Araki  never  interfered,  on 
the  contrary  fully  endorsed  such  threats.  Later 
on  the  Guard- commanders  Tulcemoto  and  3hirayama 
often  also  joined  the  beating  party.  Thay  would 
saj’i  "Beatinss  at  Lewigadja  only  take  place  when  there 
is  reason  for  it. and  workers  should  not  be  afraid  to  go." 
As  manj’  of  the  workers  had  no  shoes,  many  got  foot- 
wounds  nhen  working  and  vdjen  w  asked  for  disinfec¬ 
tants  to  be  supplied  the  reply  ^»si  •  e  have  none, 
better  use  salt.®  Later  on  with  our  own  raoney  we 
bought  wood  for  making  clogs.  The  two  Koreans 
at  the  Lewigsdja  farm.  Kyokawa  and  Okugawa.  be¬ 
longed  to  toe  first  "to  get  wise"  as  already  in 
August  15*44  their  attitude  ccanpletely  chauged. 

In  1945  when  we  did  no  nore  8iq)ply  the  daily  work¬ 
ers,  they  sent  us  much  vegetables,  however,  partly

From  the  Central  /administration  TJimahi,  a  Jap  called 
Hirayama  made  his  first  a.jpaaranoa*  He  was  an  ar-  MIRAYAIA 
rogant  blister,  who  ordered  with  much  threatening, 
an  investigation  of  80.1  technicisma  in  the  camp. 

Also  on  future  occasions  ha  applied  the  teri*ori8ing 
WBC’  to  get  things  done  by  the  office  Staff  and 
practically  never  used  a  polite  word,  except  when 
he  was  in  trouble  himself.  He  was  nicknanBd  "Slap¬ 
ping  Teter",  aid  until  his  transfer  to  some  other 
place  remained  a  perfect  pest. 

All  invest iget ions  end  reports  had  to  be  done  in  a 
ridiculously'  short  time,  and  beatings  followed  when 
a  small  typing  error  was  found  later  on. 

On  March  27th  new  information-slips  were  given  to  bo 
made  up  by  the  internees  themselves  in  capital  letters. 

■  ben  it  was  found  by  him,  that  some  forms  were  written 
by  barrack- coansanders  to  help  internoes,  five  of  them 
were  very  severely  beaten  with  a  big  bamboo-polo, 
and  kicked  tgainst  the  shin.  One  aector-cormander 
was  so  severely  beaten  that  ho  became  unconscious, 
and.  was  in  tbs  canp-hospital  for  days. 

By  order  of  the  Japanese  Military  lolico  all  remain¬ 
ing  blank  paper.

Re  ordered  a  collection 
of  iron  scrap  in  the  cn?).  'Then  not  enough  'Vis  produced,  he  gave 
the  cainp  lead-.r  a  terriele  beating  with  a  large  bar.boo  pole,  and 
ala.ped  the  Sector  Uorrrandora  in  the  face. 

This  collect 'on  of  scrap-iron  was  repeated  f  ree  times.  Ivsn  small  pieces 
of  iron  used  as  utensils  bad  to  he  dallvsred  f^cm  the  barracks.  Tbs 
Japs  threatened  •.'ita  cor  oral  puniahaents  if  iron  sera?  ’ms  found. 

'  ith  much  difficulty  wo  managed  to  s  vo  sc,ie  of  the  iron  duatbinsj 
man^'  were  taken  awa:'  however,  onl  tha  dirt  hai  to  be  collected  and 
transported  in  old  baskets.  New  ones  were  '.ot  available. 

This  Korean  ’.Tcda.  'cnown  to  all  intern''e8  as  •Thrashing  John"  or 
■Oaopipe  Rufur"  misbehtvod  himself  badly  in  all  Tjlmahi  ca-r^s. 

On  April  7th  1944  at  11  a.rc.  he  ordorsd  a  drawing  to  be  rade  fer 
Q  now  kitchen,  v.lth  a  atute.aont  of  all  roq-lred  building  raterial, 
all  necessary  kitc.'.en-uteaalla,  ate.  The  drawing  and  the  statement 
had  to  bo  ready  at  4  p.m.  j  If  letar  on  one  mistake  would  be  found 
'^he  would  murdor  all  concerned,  '.ncluding  the  interpreter*. 

On  igiril  Rth  19^4  ‘-o  ordered  tbni  the  erchiteots  who  made  the 
kitchurn  drawing  were  not  to  leave  the  camp,  as  any  time  the  new 
construotion  might  be-in.  This  new  kitchwi,  hoT/ever,  always  romained 
one  of  the  rrnn:'  plena  for  infr'^vement. 

lYaoticall^-  alwoi'S  when  this  *  wffion  visited  fio  canp  or  fie  office 
he  chose  a  few  victims  and  ge/e  them  a  beating,  or  kicked  the^i.

Korean  guards  caused  enormous  trouble  for  every  smell  offence «  often 

internees  were  kicked  and  beaten  ’without  them  knowing  what  it  was  all 

about,  until  I  could  give  the  explanation,  '.'e  also  had  to  bow  to  the  ‘ 

Hei-ho's,  as  they  were  pari  of  the  "Imperial  Japanese  Forces*.  The 

Koreans  said:  "You  have  to  forget  a21  thou'^ts  of  the  past". 

The  Cfr.p  Co  imander  /raki,  al’rays  soened  to  enjoy  the  punishments.  He 
never  interfered  and  mostly  "joiiiod  the  fun".  Beatings  were  done  by 
bamboo  poles,  heanry  sticks,  iron  rods,  leather  belts,  chains,  a  specially 
prepared  leather  whip,  and  a  bull's  pizzle.  The  latter  two  we  first 
dipped  in  water,  to  ensure  mere  pain  (the  whip  used  I  have  taken  from  the 
Jap's  office  and  is  sent  herewith  as  proof).

Junw  Ath  On  this  day,  after  much  delay,  we  received  our  first 

Red  Cross  food  parcels  from  the  International  Rod  Cross.  The  parcels 
were  handed  over  but  oex*tainly  "with  bad  grace.* 

The  Korean  Kazuyama  ani  the  Japs  standing  around  the  parcels  made 
remarks  like  thisi 

”Now  this  is  the  Imperial  Japanese  Amy  spirit}  we  dls- 
tribi’.to  ouch  goods.  Now  don’t  think  that  our  nationals  will 
ever  receive  azy thing  sent  by  our  Red  Cross  Organisation.^ 

The  above  remakrs  clearly  illustrate  that  tbes'  do  not  haye  the  slightest 
notion  that  the  International  Red  Cross  Organisation  means,  and  these 
Jap  ideas  should  bo  corrected.  Of  the  cardboard  packing  boxes  many  wore 
co.-Tmand^wrod  by  the  Japs.  [Talking  about  Red  Cross  parcels  I  mention  here 
ttat  a  second  lot  of  parcels  was  received  at  Tjimahi  on  !tay  4th  and  after 

delay  distributed  on  Maj'  2bth  1945*  1  .  ■ 

Iho  Jap  made  much  fuss  about  the  sinking  of  the  Rod  Cross  steamer  Awa  Haru  . 
Stories  on  the  sinking  were  handed  us,  in  which  was  stated  that  'they  would 
settle  with  conceitsd  Arioi*lca  on  the  battlefield.*  100  internees  had  to 
write  their  opinion  about  the  sinking  by  the  Anorlcan  ITavy  and  the  •grace* 
of  the  Jap  authorities  in  distributing  the  goods.  (^Tho  way  this  second  lot 
was  distributed  is  disgusting.  All  labels  of  the  cans  and  packages  wore 
taken  off  (in  other  camps  even  the  labels  of  medical  supplies  with  di¬ 
rections  for  use).  All  boxes  with  raisins,  chocolates,  sugar,  soap  etc. 
were  opened  and  the  contents  poui'ed  into  large  barrels. 

Trtie  p'fhteial  order  all  over  Java  vras  that  also  the  cans  had  to  be 
opened  and  we  waro  first  to.'d  to  come  and  fetch  contents  in  buclsots. 

"e  protested  and  managed  to  gst  the  cans  unopened,  however  rothiji 
A8  hours  a.\i  emotv  r.ans_h&A-tr-hg— rflturnpd  Jop  flutboritlaa-' 

(Thsse  enpty  cans  were  probably  sold  by  them  as  high  prices  wsre  ob- 
tednable).  The  medical  staff  of  the  camp  declared  that  much  of  the 
benefit  was  lost  owing  to  the  hurry  in  which  everything  had  to  be  con¬ 
sumed.  All  Red  Cross  pax'csls  received  oonteinod  International  Rod 
Crose  costcards  for  acluiowledgmsat.  These  postceurds  '.wre  all  confiscated 
when  the  parcels  were  opened.  Finally  I  declare  that  foodstuffs  and 
cigarettes,  also  articles  of  clothing  wore  taken  from  the  parcels  by 
many  of  the  Jap  and  Korean  guards.  Soon  after  the  arrival  of  Red  Cross 
parcels  at  the  Central  Tjimahi  Office,  I  saw  Kei-ho's  and  Jsps  smoking 
Chesterfield  and  Camel  cigarettes,  long  before  distribution  to  internees 
had  taken  jSaco,  At  the  Tjimahi  Hoad-Office  the  Japanese  Military  lolice 
checked  the  contents  of  each  kind  of  Rod  Crose  larcele. 

That  at  the  Tjimahi  Head-Office  Rod  Croaa  Itedical  su^splies  ^re  withheld 
till  after  the  capitulation,  I  have  already  stated  before.^ 

Itay  26th  19441  All  cameras,  typewriters,  sewing-machines,  electric  fans, 
electrical  cooking  apparatus,  bi^  chairs,  desks,  beds,  telescopes,  gas- 
rin£p  etc.  were  confiscated,  but  of  course  these  articles  were  never 
in  our  possession  in  the  camp«

The  yo  Tjimintii  worlcera  were  forced  up  to  ^00  for  a  few  days  on 
Se.-tenber  25th  19L4.  This  graat  number  of  wox’kers  was  far  too 
much  for  this  c«p  of  2800  eivl  after  much  arguing  we  managed  to

The  cooperation  of  Artici,  the  Caqp  Co- 'render  in  obteining  ARAKI 
this  reduction  r.as  MI.  ^traki  was  always  smering  at  internees  who 
did  not  (COllD  :;0'^)  work.  He  would  sayi  ’thay  are  Just  like  cattle, 
they  do  nothing  but  sloep  and  eat.  It  does  not  matter  a  bit  if  they 
get  little  fcod*. 

The  dally  groups  of  workers,  when  leaving  the  cam?  in  the 
morning  were  always  threatonsd  with  beatings,  or  t’.Tcatoned  *to 
bo  murdered*,  if  any  contact  with  the  local  population  or  with 

interne as  ,  from  other  camps  was  made. 

/.Several  tlmss  contact  with  wives  or  children  was  discovered 

and  in  these  cases  the  punishment  was  terrible.  Ordered  by  vunrvkixL 

KAZUYAMA  all  300  workers  had  to  la*eel  with  bare  knees  on  the  KC.CYAHA 

gravel,  and  had  to  hold  up  their  hands  above  their  heads.  This 
was  kept  up  for  one  hour*  If  an'one  woved  they  ’"'ere  beaten  and 
kicked.  Several  ended  up  unconscious.  The  motto  of  the  Jepa 
always  was  'If  one  of  the  group  is  an  offender,  then  all  shall  be 
pnnished**  In  one  instance  when  on  26/9  ®®*^  barrack  llo*  11 

had  been  caught  in  an  attempt  to  send  a  letter  to  their  families,  all 
inhabitants  of  the  barrack,  including  man:^  oltt  end  wsak  men,  also 
had  to  undergo  the  above  Icxeellng-down  punishment.  At  the  sight  of 
so  much  suffering  by  innocent  old  men  tha  offender  pleaded  with  the  Jap 
to  beat  him  as  much  as  thet^  wanted,  if  he  would  onlj'  atop  this  collective 
punishment,  however  with  little  result. 

Aoart  from  the  collective  punishments  the  culprits  were  terribly

mishandrS*,'maiMy  again  by  Araki'i  Takemoto  and.Shixayoma,  until 
they  were  unconscious  and  were  carried  to  a  hospital  bleeding 
heavily. 

Kicking  against  the  head,  after  the  victim  fell  was  a 
favourite  action  of  Araki  and  others, 

SHIRAYAIIA  nade  his  victin»  stand  to  attention  and  then  SitlRA 

with  kia  gloved  fists  knocked  them  out  on  the  chin.  TJien  he  would 
empty  a  bucket  of  water  over  the  victim's  head,  and  make  him  stand 
up  again  to  repeat  the  fun.  The  Camp  director  was  al'ways  pro-  A^I 

sent.  -u1A::I  and  SHIRAYAliA  on  July  8th  I9U  punished  the  internee  3HIHA 
(Biljart)  so  cruelly  that  he  was  in  the  hospital  with  wounds  on 

his  legs  for  about  8  months.  .  ...  o.-rr 

This  man  according  to  ARAKI  had  not  properly  bowed  to  the  .aiaiu 

Captain;  the  victim  had  left  his  glasses  and  could  not  see  properly. 

Another  favourite  pur.ishiaent  of  all  Japs  and  Koreans  was  to 
beat  "offenders*  with  bamboo  against  the  bare  calves  of  the  legs, 
until  the  akin  would  burst  and  blood  pour  out. 

The  spirit  of  the  victims  always  remained  unbroken.  Always 
being  close  as  interpreter,  several  times  after  flogging  parties  I 
had  to  change  my  shirt  owing  to  blood  splashes  from  the  viotimsy 

Another  waj'  of  ‘•HAKI  to  pester  us,  was  never  to  toll  for  ARAKI 
what  purpose  workers  were  needed.  He  vould  Just  "order*  50  nien,  and 
if  after  5  minutes  they  were  not  there,  he  would  enter  the  camp  with 
a  baunboo  pole  or  a  whip  and  "collect*  anyone  he  saw  near.
